ANKARA (JP)—Turkish-Israeli relations do not seem to be as 
friendly as they were before the Turko-Iraqi Pact. 
The Turks are trying to attract other Middle East nations into 


the treaty, from which Israel is

Officially, Turkey has assured 
Israel that her attitudes are un- 
changed. Cultural and social -re- 
lations have dropped to almost 
nothing, however. Sports -con- 
tests, exchanges of visits by art- 
ists or cultural delegations which 
were quite frequen formerly 
are not taking place, and Tur- 
key’s insistence that such ‘demon- 
strations can endanger her ef- 
forts to gain the friendship of 
the Arabs indicates that they will 
not take place for some time. 

When Turkey condemned Is- 
yael for the Gaza affair, the move 
was followed by a chorus of 
newspaper and radio statements 
which emphasized the opinion 
that if Egypt were not so re- 
luctant to enter the Bagdad Pact, 
sueh an “Israeli aggression” 
would not take place. Such_an 
attitude from a press that was 
formerly very friendly was-un- 
expected, even when: itis real- 
ized that it was promulgated in 
an attempt not to arouse anger 
among the Arabs.

Israeli ex- 
ports to Turkey have increased 
to such a point that Turkey, 
once creditor to the Jewish state, 
now owes Israe] over $3 million. 
Last year, Israel exported $13 
million worth of its good to Tur- 
key and imported $9.5 million 
worth. It is expected that this 
year the volume of trade will 
exceed $20 million. 

The Turks admit that they 
need many Israeli products, which 
are cheaper than those from oth- 
er countries because Israel is 
closer, and Israel is an excellent 
market for Turkish agricultural 
products. 

The Turkse also believe that 
the Turkish-Arab rapprochement 
and widening of the Bagdad 
Pact will contribute to the re- 
turn of peace in the Middle East. 
The Israeli counter-argument is 
that the rapprochement and 
treaty will encourage the Arabs 
to more aggression.

Resolutions branding the law 
discriminatory “against immi- 
grants to the United States be- 
cause of their national origin 
and race,” and deploring the “ac- 
tion of the Congress in adopt- 
ing the McCarran - Walter Act 
ovér a presidential veto were 
adopted by the convention. 

Mrs. Louis L. Perlman, of Chi; 
cago, was elected president of 
the organization and a $1.11 mil- 
lion fund-raising goal for next 
year was set during the five-day 
convention.

AT FIRST, China’s Premier 
Chou En-lai opposed any refer- 
ence tod the United Nations in 
the anti-Israel resolution. He 
told the leaders of the 28 other 
nations that he thought “out- 
side interference was the real 
reason for the Palestine trag- 
edy.” However, he accepted the 
draft affer an oral reservation 
that “China contends foreign in- 
tervention detains and so far has 
detained the solution of this 
dilemma.” 


The Arab pressure for such a 
resolution wags apparently spear- 
headed by Egyptian Premier 
Abdul Nasser. Several other 
Arab nations joined in putting 
it ayer.

THE COUNCIL is opposed: to 
many facets of Jewish tradition 
as well as to Zionism and Rabbi 
Berger assailed both viewpoints 
in his address, 

He submitted a. four-point 
statement of principle as the 
basis for a Council approach to 
Jewish ceremonial. 

These were that customs and 
ceremonies were “changing and 
secondary to the basic moral 
truths and spiritual values of 
Judaism”; that therefore the 
Ceuncil was opposed to making 
such observances mandatory or 
obligatory; that “we feel obli- 
gated to eliminate those prac: 
tices which bear no organic re- 





lationship to the spiritual truth 
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of Judaism ... or to the free and 
open character of American so- 
ciety”; and that for Council mem- 
bers ‘to whom custom and cere- 
mony. are important, we have 
said we would endeavor to create 
dramatizations and emotionali- 
zations of. our faith where none 
existed to our liking.”

RABBI BERGER opened his 
discussion of Sabbath changes 
to meet these principles with 
suggestions ,to make the Sab- 
bath “a day both of. joy and of 
rest” as an interlude “in pleas- 
ant contrast to the disciplines 
imposed upon us by our daily 
lives.”

$7 Million Donated 
For Medical School 


NEW YORK—Over $7 million 
has been donated for the Albert 
Einstein College of Medicine of 
Yeshiva university, the found- 
ers of the college were told at 
a dinner at which Abrzham Le- 
vitt, builder of the Levittown 
housing developments, was 
named chairman of the group. 
The society of the founders of 
the college is composed of 137 
persons who have contributed 
$25,000 or more to its $10 mil- 
lion building program. 

Dr. Samuel Belkin, president 
of Yeshiva university, announced 
that 170 faculty posts in the 
medical school had been filled. 
He recalled that when Protes- 
sor Einstein was told the school 
was being named in his honor 
Einstein suggested: “Why don’t 
you name it the Maimonides 
Colege of Medicine?’ Maimonides

“To render that brave and 
struggling democracy aid and 
comfort in its present political 
and economic trials will provide 
testimony that we have not for- 
gotten the obligations we owe to 
those who endured such agony 
that the free world might sur- 
vive,” he declared. 

Another principal speaker, Dr. 
Nahum Goldmann, president of 
the World Jewish Congress, 
charged that the whole civilized 
world bears “indirect but clear

1 breast of lamb (with pocket |1 


cut for stuffing) 
% cup brown rice, parboiled 20 

minutes 
% tsp. salt 
3 tbisps crushed pine 

(peanuts or pecans) 
2 ~ tbisps minced parsley 
4  tbisps salad oil 
2 cups boiling water 

Trim off some of the bits of

During the ter- 
rible days of Hitler’s rise to 
power, she worked 14 to.16 hours 
a day. She would not take any 
warning te slew down, but -kept 
repeating: “We must get the 
children; we .must get them.” 
She did get the children, and 
so did Israel. 
MRS. SCHLOESSINGER ‘has 
something ‘to ‘say, too. She is 
a first cousin of the Szolds, and 
she remembers growing up with 
them in their little village in Slo- 
vakia. She especially remembers 
how Henrietta brought a refu- 
gee peddler (a shnerrer) home 
for the Sabbath and gave him 
all kinds of attention, in pure

Sebbath spirit, to the distress of 
the heads of the congregation 
who were visiting-her father. 
She also remembers how Hen- 
rietta later taught English to 
new immigrants from Russia 
and Poland, and claimed that she 
learned more than she taught. 
This -attitude, says Mrs. Schioes- 
singer, was similar to Henriet- 
ta’s father’s. He used to remark 


that he was only a student. of 
his father and forefathers. What 
he didn’t tell was that most of 


his forefathers were rabbis in: 


Slevakia and Hungary. 

Mrs. Levine makes it clear. that 
She did not live for Henrietta 
alone. She brought up five chil- 
dren and now enjoys the com- 
pany of 11- grandchildren. She 
is most proud of her. eldest 
granddaughter, a geologist, who 
dreams of discovering oil in the 
Negev.

New York law suite, The For- 
ward’s S. Regensberg learned 
that the AJC leader is a native 
of Birmingham, Ala., a crony of 
Supreme Court Justice Hugo 
Black, a graduate of the Yale 
Law School, a World War I volun- 
teer who became an artillery 
lieutenant, an American Legion- 
naire who induced his organiza- 
tion to reverse an unfavorable 
attitude towards more liberalized 
immigration law, a crack tax 
lawyer, and a member of .num- 
erous civic and federal we'fare 
agencies. 

A long-time leader of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee, Engel 
succeeded Jacob Blaustein as its 
president in 1954. Present mem- 
bership of the Committee, Engel 
indicated, was 25,000 in 44 large- 
city branches and 550 small-town 
units. AJC offices are to be 
found in Paris, the Middle East, 
North Africa, Londen, Rome, 
Israel, and Argentina. Purpose 
of the committee, Regensberg 
teld, was to combat discrimina- 
tion in all its forms against all 
groups. 

The reporter asked Engel sev- 
eral direct questions; with these 
Yesuits: 

Q. Why did the AJC leave the 
NCRAC? A. The Committee 
helped to create the NCRAC 
and as long as it was a volun- 
tary. group, belonged to it; the 
moment the NCRAC sought to 
make recommendaions which 
would be binding on any agency, 
AJC left. “But we have nothing 
against the NCRAC.” 


Q. Does the AJC regard the 





Jews as a nation? No. Jews 
are citizens of many nations. 

Q. What is your attitude to- 
ward the American Council] on 
Judaism? A: We do not be- 
lieve that support of Israel 
throws suspicion on the loyalty 
of American Jews. We do not 
at all subscribe to Council phil- 
osophy. We helped to create 
the Jewish state. We helped to 
change Ben Gurien’s approach 
when he sought to negate the 
Diaspora. The AJC does not 
raise money for Israel, but we 
do support the JDC, the UJA, 
and Bonds for Israel. ‘ 

Q. Why wasn’t the Commit- 
tee represented at the recent 
gathering of Jewish organiza. 
tions, called in Washingion toe 
protest against the State Depart. 
ment’s Israeli policy? A. First, 
the Committee was not invited, 
Nahum Goldman said he was 
going to invite us, but we never 
received the bid. Secondly, we 
were not the only organization 
unrepresen fed. Thirdly, AJC 
helps Isfael in other ways. 

Engel’s concluding comments 
concerned the critical nature ef 
the Jewish situation in North 
Africa, which he visited recently.

As the car 
neared Haifa, Janko heard the 
sound of an explosion, which 
came from the other side of the 
mountain. On investigating, he 
discovered that the army was 
demolishing old houses in an 
abandoned Arab village, to pre- 
vent those houses from offering 
shelter to the infiltrators from 
Jordan. 

Janko was struck by the scenic 
beauty of the village and its 
surroundings ‘and decided he 
could think of a better way to 
protect the place from infiltra- 
tors.

Property 
and was given permission to use 
the village as an artists’ colony.

THERE IS NO DOUBT about 
the beauty of the spot. I can 
vouch for anything on Mount 
Carmel, that it is beautiful, eés- 
pecially if it is so near to Haifa. 
Besides, you may rely on Janko. 
But what about the spring? 

For water the artists had to 
appeal to Abba Hushi, mayor of 
Haifa, who promptly saw to it 
that a water pipe was built from 
the Haifa waterworks to accom- 
modate the priests of beauty at 
the Spring of Beauty. © (That 
still does not explain what hap- 
pened to the water in the spring.) 

Marcel Janko has been plan- 
ning fromthe. very. beginning 
to turn Ain-Hod into a center of 
ceramic art and industry, such 
as is Vallauris in the south of 
France, where Picasso estab- 
lished. his world-famous center. 
Ceramics is a thriving young in- 
dustry in Israel, with Haifa one 
of its two major centers, if not 


the only real one. Ceramics plus 


art in a village which is prac- 
tically a suburb of Haifa is 
Janko’s idea. It offers a won- 


indigenous Israeli art and to in- 
crease exports. For your wed- 
ding anniversary, you may look 
forward to an Ain-Hod vase, 
whose value will go up with the 
years.

HARRIS LEVINE visited Ain- 

Hod soon after its founding 
and decided to help. B’nai Zion, 
of which he is president, 


work under his leadership for 
Kfar B’nai Zion,, which I visited 
in 1949. This project is at least 
as -glamorous. B’nai Zion has 
now contributed the cost of a 


{ceramics kiln to Ain-Hod. This 


is the first step towards making 
Ain-Hod economically self-suf- 
ficient.

Apart from Marcel Janko, 
other artists of note who settled 
in Ain-Hod are Moshe Mokadi, 
formérly director of the arts and 
crafts at the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, Jean David, and others. 
Some writers and journalists 
also joined the project. 

Jean David, a native of Rou- 
mania like Janco, served in the 
British navy, where ‘he learned 
to speak English like a Col. 
Blimp. When I first met him in

Israel Excluded 
From Sports Event 


NEW YORK (WNS)—Israel’s 
exclusion from the Mediterranean 
Regional Olympic Games slated 
to open on July 16 in Barcelona, 
Spain, 
Colonel Harry D..Henshel, chair- 
man of the U. S. Committee for 
Sports in Israel, who simultan- 
eously intimated that efforts to 
reverse the ban are to be made 
by Avery Brundage, president of 
the International Copmple: Com- 
mittee.

Arab political pressure. Colenel 
Henshel credited Brundage with’ 
steering Israel's admission inte 
the International Olympic Com- 
mittee when Egypt and other 
Arab countries threatened to 
boycott the 1952 Olympics in the 
event of Israel’s admission. 

Carlos Pena Cardenal, vice- 
president of, Spairi’s organizing 
committee for the games, was 
reported to have denied Egyptian 
pressure as the motivation be- 
hind the ban. He claimed Israel 
was not invited’ because the July 
games in Barcelona -were to be 
limited to the participants in the 
first. Mediterranean games in 
Alexandria in 1951. 

However, sports officials here 
were quick to point out that the 
statement failed to give a satis- 
factory explanation why Israel 
was invited in the first place and 
why the principality of Minaco, 
which did not’ participate in the 
Alexandria games in 1951, has 
been permitted to participate in 
the Barcelona games.

A teller has. arisen. from amongst those who 
survived the great catastrophe. He tells the story 
of Daniella Peleshnik, a high school girl of Cracow, 
who went off with her class on an overnight ex- 
eursion, the night before the 
Nazis invaded Poland. She was. 
going to the city where her mar- 
ried brother Harry lived, and 
Daniella hoped to surprise him, 
and laugh. 

The invasion side-tracked her 
train, the girls, running from 
the cars, were shot down, but 
Daniella escaped. Eventually 
she was picked up by the gestapo, 
in her brother’s city. Luckily a 
cobbler, Vevke, in charge of one 
of the ghetto workshops, was able to pluck her 
from death, and to harbor her in a “war job” for 
a while. Her job was to pick apart at the seams 
used clothing that came in heaps, from somewhere. 
In the dresses and coats were last memories, fam- 
ily photographs, letters.

THE JEWS on this job sometimes made trips up 

a secret stairway to a little shop in the attic 
where poison could be bought. Daniella did not 
make that trip so long as her brother was safe 
in another barracks in the ghetto.

a crust, of bread. But after he was picked up and 
deported in an Aktion, Daniella tried to go up to 
the attic. Again Vevke saved her. 

But he could not save her on the night when 
the Nazis undertook a very special raid on the 
ghetto, with a list of the prettiest girls. Even the 
girls who had survived by giving their favors to 
certain highly-placed ones, were taken in this raid. 
All were shipped to a camp of Labor via Joy, in 
Germany. 

At first Daniella was pushed onto the labor side, 
because she violated’ a rule by clutching in her 
hand, when she was stripped nude, a last memento 
of her family. On the labor side, the girls soon 
learned to pick up heavy iron rails, under whip- 
lash. But an overseer notices Daniella ane corrects 
the mistake. “Such a flower you send to the 
quarry?” 

* * * 
SHE IS ASSIGNED to the side of joy. First she 
is trussed up in an iron cage in an experimental 
station filled with women who have been carved 
up for German science. But Daniella is only ster- 
Nlized. Then, she is taken to the house of dolls. 

Here, a wondrous system is in operation. Each 
soldier, after his visit, makes a report. If he reports 
that his girl. was insufficiently enthusiastic, the 
sadistic Kalefactress Elsa of Dusseldorf, is happy. 
For three such reports of failure on Enjoyment 
Duty render the girl to her for Purgation on Exe- 
cution Square. This means being whipped to death, 
with the entire camp in compulsory attendance. 
~ Daniella’s brothér Harry meanwhile has had a 
strange stroke of fortune.

After having seen her brother, Daniella has ne 
more to live for. She walks out of her barracks, 
to be shot by a guard, who thereby earns a few 
days of leave. 

“The House of Dolls’ is crowded with unforget- 
able characters; the two Orthodox sisters, and how 
they try to help each other until the end; the father 
and son in Harry’s camp, who are equally devoted. 
Then there are those like the girl Fella, who know, 
anywhere, how to get along. And there are the 
Mussulmen—those in the last stages of life, who 
form a special eategory amongst the inmates them- 
selves. 

This book, beyond all the concentration camp 
literature that has appeared, pulls the reader into 
that black world, makes him feel like a hardened 
survivor, almost used to it.

IN CHICAGO there was great disappoint- 

ment among the leadership a week 
before last over the depressing failure of 
the Jewish community to s rt the 
gigantic community-wide spectacle mark- 
ing the Tercentary. 

The Jewish Sentinel seized upon the 
less than 5,000 attendance when a 20,000 
overflow crowd was anticipated to sup- 
ports its thesis of an appalling disinterest 
of Jews in things Jewish. 

An incidental result of the debacle 
is a deficit of over $13,000 which now 
faces the committee sponsoring the affair. 
It cannot be otherwise but that the 400 
Jewish organizations of the city will each 
manage to contribute $40 to wipe out 
this debt. 

But what we’re concerned with here 
is whether the failure really indicates 
that the Jewish community is geing to 
the dogs, or whether this disappointing 
affair, along with others being held in 
other Jewish communities marking the 
same occasion, point to the lack of know- 
how in staging spectacles and meetings, 
in er words, poor management.
